NFW YORK (LNS) — "We're building a rank and 
*'•.* 'rr.a.hine' that can fight the company and de- 
tlmr the union fight for us," proclaimed Mel 
Ea.Kei ot the dissident rank and file Teamsters for 
i i'mcrdtu Union (TDU). 


1 hi e year-old organization of insurgent Teamster 
workers held its second annual convention in Cleve- 
land September 24-25, just a stone’s throw from the 
i ’ ice of Jackie Presser • 


Prosser — a $ 200 ,000-a-year international 
i - president considered by opponents to be one 
>■1 mu "most powerful and violent officials" of 
th- 1 dmsrers union — staged his own action outside 
the , invention. With an entourage of 250 Teamster 
diii i -j 1 s and their families, he picketed the 
Cleveland State University convention site. 

Meanwhile, 350 TDU members inside the hall or- 
gan.zed and passed resolutions to challenge the 
union leadership, fight for democracy in the union, 
and rai-e specific issues that will influence the 

next onr ract 


A key demand of the convention was the right 
oi the rank and file to vote directly on inter- 
naiiutial officers. At present, the top leaders are

gate- drawn from among the more than 20,000 full- 
time officials in the union -

Dissidents Organize 

i'he TDU has 2,000 paid members sprinkled 
throughout the United States and Canada in 25 
independent chapters Various chapters put out 15 
cank and tile newspapers and newsletters, published 
on e or twice a month. 


TDU’ s plans include organizing on a national 
scale in all of the various crafts, including car 
and garbage haulers, grocery and warehouse workers, 
turnpike toll collectors, oil drivers and bottling 

plant workers 


The group will also "build up strength and 
challenge officials" by running for office in the 
major vocals , including Detroit and Chicago, says 
Ken Paff of Cleveland, a Teamster for five years 
and member of the national steering committee of 
the TDU TDU member Pete Camarata, for example, 
p lane to run for office xn Local 299, the base of 
both current TeanB ter Union President Fitzsimmons 
and former president James Hoffa. Camarata says 
the Teamster leadership stands for "business 
unions , gangsters, corruption and sellouts," 


Plagued with scandal, two of the union's 
past presidents have been sent to prison — Dave 
Be :k and James Hof fa When Hof fa attempted a come- 
back and started talking about exposing links be- 
tween Fitzsimmons and organized crime, he disappeared 
and wa- presumably murdered. O fficials of the 
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two million member union are widely known 
for rampant corruption, thuggery, and illegal 
handling of huge pension funds. 

Another key target of the rank and file 
group is the union leadership’s failure to pro- 
tect and upgrade working conditions. Mel 
Packer, member of TDU's national steering 
committee, cites inoperative grievance pro- 
cedures, speedups, long working hours, and rules 
that result in unnecessary separation of drivers 
from their families and hopes . 

"Over the road drivers are forced to work 
?C hours a week, " Ken Paff notes. 

And Mel Packer asserts that drivers no longer 
have a set starting time and a time to go home 
"If you're eligible to start a shift at 8 a m 
Monday, you have to sit by the telephone until 
chey call. It could be two days. If you’re 
not there, you get a warning or a day's lost work 
You’re disciplined for not being available Dri- 
vers are going and buying 'beepers' £ so they 
can be paged wherever they are] because they’re 
afraid of being disciplined." 

Packer explains that drivers can make a 
fair amounf of money — but only if "you work 
steadily and live by the phone..., But you 
don’t see your kids grow up. The psychological 
toll is great, and there's a high rate of alcoho- 
lism and tatigued drivers." 

The TDU platform also calls on the union to 
fight discrimination against minority and women 
workers, demanding that the companies pay for 
affirmative action programs. Ten to 15 per cert 
of all Teamsters, or 300,000, are women, most 
of whom work in food processing or canneries -- 
lovrer paying j obs . 

Minority workers also "get second class 
status in the Teamsters," says Ken Paff, and are 
concentrated in scrap and garbage hauling and food 
processing. Tractor trailer drivers xn a pre- 
dominantly black local of iron haulers make S 3 00 
per hour less than corrseponding workers in a 
white .local in Cleveland. 

Union Harasses Dissidents 

"One thing that keeps the Teamster down 
is the fear of doing anything," asserted Paff 
He cited numerous examples of harassment of 
dxssidents, including the expulsion of TDU 
members Camarata and Ferdnance for leading a 
1976 car haulers wildcat strike (not sancticned 
by the International union) . The two Local 
299 members were re-instated under a federal 
court injunction, following a pressure campaign 
by the rank and file. 

TDU activists Mel Packer and Bxll Sober 1 ia. 
were brought up on charges by Teamsters c£fx::.als 
for instigating a wildcat strike in Pittsbux gh - 
Again pressured by rank and filers, the union 
simply dropped charges this time. 

In Vancouver, British Columbia (the bxgge=t 
Teamster local in Canada) , charges were brought 
against the Local's Secretary-Treasurer Jack 
Vlahovic essentially for his rank and file 
activity . Teamster officials suspended and 
barred him for life from holding office, and

Steelworkers React 

Although the Youngstown layoffs are the worst 
to date, thousands of other steelworkers have been 
laid off in recent weeks. In mid-August- Bethlehem 
Steel announced that it was laying off 3,500 work- 
ers at its Lackawanna, New York plant and a week 
later announced the lay off of 4,000 steelworkers 
in the f lood-ravaged city of Johnstown, Pennsylvania

U.S. Steel in Chicago, Illinois and Gary, 
Indiana laid olf 1 100 administrative workers and 
another 2,000 production workers were laid off or 
placed on short cork weeks. Inland Steel in Gary 
has laid off approximately 1,000 steelworkers 

Steelworkers in flooded-out Johnstown, Pennsyl- 
vania expressed bitterness at Bethlehem Steel’s 
slashing of 4,0t0 jobs there After the flood in 
mid-July' 1 , Bethlehem Steel officials went to Washing- 
ton and threatened not to rebuild the Johnstown 
plant unless they were granted a two-year extension 
on clean air standards. The Environmental Proi^ ztioi 
Agency caved in and granted an indennite extension 
for continued operation of open hearth furna.es 
But despite the deal, which was supposed to save 
workers' jobs, the steel company announced the 
layoffs id ort ly after. "How can ce rebuild if 
Bethlehem Steel fakes away our job-^" said ne 
Johns t own resident. "About 9°I the people here 
are steelworkers." 

Lackawanna Steelworkers Fight 

In Lackawanna, New York, outside Buffai,, where 
Bethlehem Steel has eliminated 3,cG0 jibs, t ne Rank 
and File Committee of the District issued a leaflet 
blasting the company’s "total disregard" for "the 
life and welfare of 3,500 workers in our c omni-in 1 1 y " 

While Bethlehem Steel complainea of too strin- 
gent and costly environmental controls and unfair 
competition from foreign, especially Japanese, ■■ mel 
imports, the R.ank and File Ccmmittee pointed out that 
Bethlehem Steel received tax breaks and write-offs 
of $67.1 million last year, paid nothing in federal 
taxes, and made $168.8 million in profits. 

The National Steelworkers Rank and File 
Committee charges that recent layer is by the steer 
industry are designed to extract macsivo federal 
handouts to finance pollution control de-ice? ; to 
coerce the sc eel union to pressure the government 
to impose import limits on foreign steel; and tc 
pressure the government to give the steel companies 
free reign in exorbitant price increases. (.The 
steel industry’s price increases are currently under 
investigation by the government.) 

Companies’ Price Gouging at Faul t 

While rank and file steelworkers and seme union 
leaders are blaming the steel companies’ troubles cn 
their own profit-gouging price increases which price 
them out of the market, the official USW position 
has been to stand behind the steei companies "We 
have been persistently lobbying Congress for action 
against steel Imports," said USW president Lloyd 
Me Br ide .

Congress passed the Williams-Steiger Occupa- 
tional Safety and Health Act of 1970 in response ' - 
escalating cn-the-job injury rates and intense 
pressure from national unions. The act created the 
0SHA Administration within the U.S. Labor Depar r m c n' , 
with the responsibility for inspecting the workpls'e 
for hazards and imposing penalties of up to $10,000 
when unsafe conditions were uncovered. In add:: icn, 
the act gave rights to affected workers to assist 
them m cleaning up their plants. These workers 
rights are the most important aspect of the law, 
because unions and employees cannot depend on Me 
chronically under-staffed and under-financed CSHA 
Administration to initiate enforcement. Workers 
can tile a complaint requesting an unannounced 
inspection, accompany the 0SHA inspector during his 
or her inspection, demand an investigation ct 
potentially harmful substances, and challenge the 
amount ot time given a company to clean up rec gni?ed 
hazards .

The National Institute for Occupational Safety 
and Health (NI0SH) was set up by Congress in 1970 as 
the research arm for the OSHA Administration At 
an employee’s request, NIOSH inspectors will deter- 
mine whether any toxic substance found in the work- 
place is causing harmful effects. Unfortunately, 
NIOSH does not have enforcement powers. 


In July of 1973, a NIOSH industrial hygienist 
came to Olin’s Pisgah Forest plant to investigate 
CS 2 - The NIOSH team went to the second floor and 
observed the leaky gaskets and pipes, and the ait 
vacuums that clogged every once in a while. They 
also tested to see how much carbon disulfide was 
in the air when the big vats were opened for scraping 
The dials on the NIOSH equipment went- up as high 
as they could -- 288 parts per million (ppm) Tbs 
OSHA standard for carbon disulfide is 20 ppm

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ABORTION RIGHTS UNDER ATTACK IN NEW ZEALAND 

NEW YORK (LNS) — While the U.S. Congress 
is hammering out a final version of a bill to 
restrict Medicaid abortions for poor women, 
abortion rights are coming under attack in other 
areas of the world as well. In New Zealand, for 
example, the government has launched the most 
serious attack on women's right to abortion so 
far, with the introduction of a Contraception, 
Sterilization and Abortion Bill. 

Under this Bill the only women who will be 
able to get abortions in New Zealand will be 
those who can prove to the proposed Committees 
that if they don't have the abortion they will 
suffer serious danger to their physical or 
mental health, or that there will be substantial 
risk that the child, i f born, would be so 
physically or mentally abnormal as to be 
seriously handicapped. 

The only other allowable grounds for 
abortion will be when a pregnancy is the result 
of incest, or if the "woman or girl is severely 
abnormal . " 

Both rape and special or economic ci . eumjianc€ 
are specifically rejected as grounds for abortion 

It is poor women who will suffer the most 
under the new bill, according to Whetu Trikatene- 
Sullivan, a member of Parliament representing 
Southern Maori. "For the rich, the whole system 
can be side-stepped with a trip to Australia, as 
everyone knows." 

Sullivan denounced the Bill as one that 
"violates the rights of women . . . and ignores the 
reality that abortion is a fact of life practiced 
in all cultures and civilizations from time 
immemorial . " 

"Freedom from unwanted reproduction is the 
very essence of women's equality," she declared, 
"and it is fundamental to a woman's ability to 
equally participate in society. New Zealand 
women must have the right to choose."

GENERAL STRIKE IN CwL. . ILIA 

SAN FRANCISCO (Internews/LNS) — Colombian 
government troops killed at least 20 people, in- 
jured hundreds and detained up to 4,000 involved 
in anti-government rioting during a general strike 
September 14 called by the country's four major 
labor federations to force the government to accede 
to wage increases. It was the biggest eruption cf 
social conflict in Columbia for 25 years. 

Key labor leaders representing unions of the 
left and right warned that they would call another 
general strike if the government did not meet 
their demands — which have been escalated since 
the September 14 action. The unions now want the 
rehiring of all workers fired for strike activities 
before and during the general strike, liberty 
for arrested union leaders, a general wage in- 
crease, and price freezes on popular consumer items

fined him $10,000. But since then, three of 
seven executive board positions in that local have 
been held by TDU members. 

TDU members insist they will not be terrorized 
out of activity, despite harassment fron i he 
union leadership. They note that the young or- 
ganization "has experienced the largest growth of 
any organization — 2,000 in 12 months," according 
to Ken Paff. 

And they cite concrete gains like the tigh r 
organization the group has built in the Pepsi 
Cola bottling factory in Pittsburgh. There, 
whore shop stewards are all TDU members, workers 
say that 8 months ago they got the best contract 
ever. it provides for the right to close down 
over safety, the right to refuse overtime after 
10 p.m., and a Vetter wage package. 

"Obviously, we’re not at the point where we 
can displace the International," Paff said 

Some observers speculate that TDU members stand 
a good chance of winning two of the largest local 
elections, which are in Detriot — Fitzsimmons ter- 
ritory. But TDU members say their organization 
doesn't depend only on its leaders. They'll 
continue to build their 'machine' from the shop 
floor on up .
